The 
speaker then stressed the need for 
encouraging tho farmer class: fuid 
tints, he said, the question becomes 
a. western one. l'or Quebec, the ques- 
tion Is mainly ono of repatriation. 

Following this, a general discussion 
look place, tho students taking up 
the question from all angles. 

The next meeting is to be held on 
January 17th at Strutttcona Hall. 
The question will be "The Recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia.".

Has reading become a lost art? Ave universities turning out 
tuned thinkers? These are two questions sometimes raised by 
people outside the walls of the universities. As the end of ihe 
Christmas term vapidly draws to a close, now is an excellent op- 
portunity for the freshmen and seniors alike, at any college' to 
pause and look back over his work of the past two or three months 
to see whether his college training has been along the lines of 
spoon-fed lectures and dictation or along the lines of reading 
nnd real thinking. 

If there is one advantage of the English tutorial system of 
education, it is certainly in the opportunity it offers the individual 
to pursue his studies along independent lines, and with fewer ten- 
dencies to cram a year's set of notes in a week, in order to pass 
an examination generally based on the notes of the professor. 

More attention is being given in Canadian Universities to pri- 
vate reading while the Seminars are becoming popular. These 
have been strongly recommended to one faculty of McGill by its 
students on the ground that it offers greater opportunity to ask 
more questions: which should mean a chance for the student 
to think and to measure and correct his thoughts with those of his 
fellow students and professors.

The Speaker decided that aJl wuch 
must lea vp, am j immediately Sir Ar- 
thur Currlr. who hs.0 been a specta- 
tor in the fore-part, was seen to de- 
part. Tlte leader of the Centre Party 
then continued and outlined the aims 
of his followers. He mad* a etirrin? 
appeal for an "open-door" policy 
which would prevent a "back-door" 
Policy. For. h" claimed, shotting on 
the desiraWee of Europe on the Atlan- 
tic would only result in allowing to 
tricV.le in the undesirables of Asi* 
from the Pacific. i„ presenting his 
views he used some very forcible last. 
guage who,, reforriri.t: to the incoming 
Orlon'alc A protest mn.de against 
his abusive terms was disallowed be- 
cause he wfcs referring to no purlieu - 
ar persons, but to a class. 

Hon. !> Coho n , speaklntj for the 
gpvenimont, deplored the aspersions nf 
tho Ontro Party against the Asiatics. 
Pisoussin? the influx of Orientait!, he 
stated that that form of labour hud 
been indispensable (r, the construc- 
tion of Canada's ;;reat railways. More 
often than cot, lie said, Orientals were 
called In. oven against their will, and 
compelled to work in our country. 
Referring to the newly. formed Centre 
I 'arty, ho spoke ..f il as u mushroom 
growth whose leader was a member 
of a. certain .secret society known by 
the name ..r "Vollow Dajidellon." He 
then proceeded to oiilogiiso the Liberal 
Govcrmnent, and to defend its atti- 
lurto toward Immigration. He pointed 
"in Mia., uiirestrictcd Immigration 
tends to cause congestion in the cities, 
ami Hint the proposed bill was to 
roinwJy the situation. 

A representative of the. Labour par- 
ty, Hon. .1. Speclor, proceeded to voice 
the sentiments of that body. Alitor 
some very sarcastic references to the 



forth bis views in a forcible manner 
The Hon. K ■ Hupesson acted in the 
role of Speaker as the Hon. Walter 
Mitchell, who had intended to do so, 
■was unable to preside. 

Long before Parliament actually as- 
sembled, the Whips of all four parties 
wore busily onsagod in the lobbies and 
• in the entrance of the House in trying 
to persuade the Incoming members to 
join their respective parties. Each 
member, upon entering, was immedi- 
ately assailed by several caper follow- 
ers of each part;-, and was called up- 
on to support the Government, the 
Constitutionals, the Labour party and 
1 lie Ccntro Group. Before ho couM 
collect his w-|ts the various colours of 
different parties were pinned on him. 

In the House itself all war in readi- 
ness. A noticenbk fact was that more 
seats were provide! for in the cross- 
benches, than in cither the Covi^ci- 
mcni or Opposition ranks. As the 
members streamed in too. it was no- 
ticed that the Labour and Centre par- 
ties had drawn away many recruits 
from the others. 

At the appointed hour, the Clerk e.f 
the House, F. O. Peterson, opered the 
session, and tho Speaker, the Honour- 
able K. Hugesson, lor S; 
a.titiounced that, qucsnonr might he put 
to the Government. Immediately, the 
Prime Minister and his colleagues were 
subjected to a broadside of interro- 
gations. Indeed the .ministry was 
hard put to answer all: some of the 
questions being oi a humourous 
nature. 

A type of the question asked was 
-S-h?t of a member of the Opposition 
who wanted to know, in view of the 
growing shortage of soft wood, why the 
members of the Government did not 
put their heads together and solve the 
question. A Labourite alee inquired 
if the member! of the Liberals, which 
party hart been depleted, had dle.d 
afraid of the increasfcd death duties 
proposed by Labour. 

The second reeding of the Bill to 
abolish capital puishment was then 
Riven by tit? Minister of the Interior, 
the Hon. Norman .tones. The text of 
the bill is as follows : 

His Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate and of 
the Houso of Commons of Canada, en- 
acts that the punishment of death for 
several crimes as in the Criminal Code 
of Cutis da, is hereby abolished and the 
imprisonment tor life is placed in He 
stead." The minister made an im- 
passioned appeal for the support of 
this Dill. 

The Minister <n Immigration was 
next called upon to introduce the Im- 
migration Hill which is as follows: 

His Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vice and concent of the Sonate am 
House of Commons ot Canada. onactB 
ac follows:

sion.

their assembly. Automatic telephone 
systems? were seen under construction 
and also thr> system In use In (be 
building to connect (lie different de- 
partments. 

What might be described ns the 
mechanical products department wa.s- 
next visited, when the automatic nio- 
-ban.Val processes such as (he manu- 
facture of screws and numerous slum- 
ping operations were observed, as well 
's hand controlled machines for drHI- 
ing and similar purposes. 

In the manufacture of telephone 
cables, which was the chief riltraC 
ton of the afternoon, the first oper- 
ation required Is that of cleaning the 
crude copper wire by means of acid' 
baths, anil then drnwlng the (wire 
down to the desired rizo. Where 
fine wire Is required, a similar pro- 
cess Is used on a smaller machine, 
and in most cafes thl.v wire is tinned 
in a bath of molten tin. 

l'or a large part of telephone work 
the wires are bound FOpar.itiV.y with 
paper covering and usually paired and 
an additonal binding put over the 
two pairs, the operation he'ng per. 
'ormeel hy machines which revolve 
the paper spools drdund the slowly 
moving wire- In making the largo 
cablet- consisting of hundreds of pairs 
of wires, these wires are mounted on 
revolving s-poo's and arc branded 
together, the whole being bound to- 
gether with a Jead covering wh'ch la 
pressed on the cable in Hie molten 
state under high pressure. 

Another form of insulation provided 
is that of rubber, this hong placed 
around the single wire in Hie same 
form as the l?ad sheath is put around 
the cab!". The rubber is fed into 
the machine at one place and as the 
w.'re passes- through, an even tulck- 
r.esr of rubber is pressed around it. 
and then it passes Into a bath of 
melton compound which complotes the 
process of insulaliem, after which 'l 
is wound on a core and mixed 'with 
French chalk at the same time to 
prevent it from st. ckjng. 

The manufacture of large cabins 
for power transmission is done hy the 
same machines as the stranding ol the 
telephone cables, heavy copper wire 
being substituted in place of the f ii'e 
wire used in telephone work. Many 
of the departments were visited which 
are too numerous to mention, but In 
,'i'mosv every case, the m.i thfnory was 
< !'■ pi.it c, so ih.it -/no opei-nior looks 
after a number of machines at Uie 
same time. 

About 5,00 p.m., the visit came to 
a. eJo«e, and the members presenl wish 
Ui express their gratitude to all 
those who made the (rip puss'hln, ami 
those who so a.bly condticlcd them 
through (he building.
